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DEATH CLOSES NOBLE CAREER OF COL THEODORE ROOSEVELT 
W ill Prevent Future Wars. Declares Wilson

O Y ST E R BAY, Jan. 6.— Colonel Theooore Roosevelt died in his sleep at 
4:15 o’clock this morning. 
The end came when there was no one in the room but his valet. 
The following statement was made to the United Press by Dr. Faller, 
the physician who last saw the colonel: 
“Colonel Roosevelt retired at 12 o’clock last night feeling much better. 
At 4:15 this morning he simply ceased to breathe. 
Death was caused prob­ 
ably by a pulmonary embolism.” 
This pulmonary embolism, Dr. Falter explained, ie a blood clot upon one 
of the arteries of the lunge. 
The funeral will be Wednesday from Christ Episcopal church, Oyster 
Bay. 
Rev. Dr. George Talmadge will officiate and interment will be in the 
Young Memorial Cemetery at Oyster Bay Cove. 
At the time of his death the only persons in the 
house at Sagamore Hill 
were Colonel Roosevelt, his wife and the servants. 
The Colonel went to bed last night feeling well. 
Roosevelt returned home Christmas Day from Roosevelt Hospital, where 
he had been ill for sometime with sciatica. 
* 
Immediately after he died his eon, Archie Roosevelt, who was in Boston, 
was notified. 
He started for home at once. 
#The house at Sagamore Hill was closed and nobody allowed to enter the 
grounds after the Colonel died. 
It was stated that physicians would issue 
an official announcement later in the day. 
Colonel Roosevelt spent Sunday evening reading, conversing with Mrs. 
Roosevelt and chatting with Dr. Faller, who left him apparently much im- 
proved and in excellent spirits. He also dictated a number of letters. 
Despite 
his recent return from the hospital where he was confined for weeks by an 
attack of sciatica with painful complications he had 
much of his old vigor. 
When Dr. Faller left him, Roosevelt was laughing and called “Good night” 
most cheerfully. 
r 
At midnight he retired. 
Mrs. Roosevelt sat with him for a while then 
as he fell asleep she went to her own room. 
At 4:15 a. rn. the manservant 
became alarmed and called the nurse. There was nothing that could be done. 
Roosevelt was dead. 
« 
Mrs. Roosevelt was called. 
She took the shock bravely. 
Dr. Faller ar­ 
rived a few minutes later. 
Roosevelt lay as if still sleeping. 
He did not 
move in the bed as he died but lay Just as he was when his wife stepped 
out of the room shortly after midnight. 
Colonel Roosevelt was 60 years old,* 
having beer, born in New York Oc­ 
tober 27. 1858. 
Ho was the twenty- 
sixth president of the United States, 
having succeeded to the presidency 
on the death of W illlaih McKinley, 
who was shot and killed at Buffalo. N. 
Y. His health had not been vtffy good 
for some tin e . 
In fact he, bud left 
Roosevelt Hospital only a short time 
ago. 
Shortly herore that r.r natl under­ 
gone an operation at the hospital and 
was practically deaf as a result of it. 
'I he life of t h e form er president is 
one of the most brilliant chapters in 
American history. Loved and adm ired' 
in some quarters, he succeeded, how-1 
ever, in acquiring ihe enmity of many I 
prominent men and his later life was I 
filled with strife on one hand and prep- i 
aration for even more strenuous public ' 
life on the other.

Peace For General Interest 
Rather Than For Special 
Interests Essential

Morris Is Ready 
Morris and his deputies are fully or­ 
ganised for guarding against the ship­ 
ment of frozen fruit from the county 
that might injure the reputation of tho 
county aa a producer of citrus fruits. 
He aud his deputies Saturday after­ 
noon inspected a number 
of orange 
groves, but none would attem pt at this 
time to make an estim ate of the ex­ 
tent of the damage. 
The commission­ 
er aud h's deputies have no authority 
to go into an orchard and condemn 
fruit, bu; they do have the power to 
condemn fruit found In packing houses 
that >s not up to tho standard. 
"I have been cutting open oranges 
tight along.'' said Morris this morning. 
"I find that oranges on the south side 
of trees, w here the sun strikes them, 
show the injury more than those en 
•he north side. Tile quick thawing of 
fruit brings the injury to the surface 
snicker than does slow thawing. 
If 
there is any frozen fruit on the north 
side of tho trees it does not show per­ 
ceptibly as yet. 
Fruit on the north 
side may be as badly dam age^ as that 
on the south side. 
The damage will 
appear later. 
Believes Little Damage Here 
"From the observations and investi­ 
gations I have made, I don’t believe 
fruit in Orange county has been very 
hnrd Hit. but I would not attem pt at 
that time to make an estim ate. I don't

Jliov. up damaged—I hope it won t. ll 
it doesn’t, the Injury in the county will 
De practically nil. 
“From the telegram I received from 
Deputy Commissioner Weldon.

'fornia have been published, fruit men 
absolutely refuse to make an estim ate 
and say they will make none until later 
when the full extent of the injury will 
show better by the condition of the 
fruit. 
State Law on Shipping 
Declaration by 
the 
commissioner 
that tim law will be strictly enforced 
makes that law of particular interest 
at this time. The provision referring 
to the shipment of frozen fruit fol­ 
lows : 
“It shall be unlawful for anyone to 
sell, offer for sale, ship or deliver for 
shipm ent any citrus fruits which are 
im m ature or frozen to the extent of 
injuring the reputation of the citrus in- 
lustry of the state of California if 
shipped, and for any one to receive any 
suck citrus fruits under a contract of 
-alc, or for the purpose of sale. or for 
shipment or for delivery for shipm ent; 
provided, however, that nothing in this 
section contained shall be construed 
to prevent the sale or shipm ent for 
sale of frozen or otherwise defective 
fruit to a by-product factory, or the 
m anufacture thereof into 
citrus 
by­ 
products; nor shall this section apply 
to the sale, or contract fo# sale, of cit­ 
rus fruits on the trees, nor shall it 
apply to common carriers 
or 
their 
agents who are not interested in such 
fruits and are merely 
receiving 
the 
sam e for transportation. 
“It is unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to ship, offer for ship­ 
m ent, sell or offer for sale citrus fruits 
in boxes or In bulk, if the contents of 
any package, or if the fruit in bulk con­ 
tains 15 per cent or more of citrus 
tits on which a transverse section 
through th* center shows a marked 
drying in 20 per cent or more of the 
exposed pulp.”

PARIS, Jan. 7.—France is as 
deeply shocked at the death of 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt as 
though she had lost one of her 
own greatest statesmen. 
The newspapers today promi­ 
nently display eulogistic articles 
regarding the forgoer president. 
“A great friend of France is 
dead,” said the Echo de Paris. 
“But he lived to see the event he 
so ardently wished—France’s vic­ 
tory—to which America so zeal­ 
ously contributed and for which 
the blood of his own son was 
fhed.” 
“He was a forerunner of Ameri­ 
ca’s present greatness,” the Journ­ 
al said. 
"It was during his presi­ 
dency that America was brought 
into being as the great interna­ 
tional power which today under­ 
takes to create a society for the 
future.” 


Foreign Minister Pichon. writ­ 
ing in the Petit Journal, said: 
“Our admiration for President 
Wilson cannot prevent us from 
rendering just homage to the qual­ 
ities of his adversary, who like 
Wilson, had a great loVe for 
Fiance.

Inasmuch as President Wilson de­ 
clared in his Milan speech that peace 
must be dictated by the common peo­ 
ple. it is believed he feels he has ac­ 
complished through this apparent pub­ 
lic endorsement the greater part of 
what he sought in coming to Europe. 
The joint conference of the British, 
Italian, American and French delega­ 
tions, which it is believed 
in 
many 
quarters will constitute the real peaoe 
congress, were expected to get under 
way no later than the first of next 
week. 
There was some talk in unofficial 
circles that any scheduled formal con­ 
versations might be adjourned tomor­ 
row—the date of Colonel Roosevelt's 
funeral—in deference to the memory 
of the former president. 
The President was given a riotous 
welcome in Turin despite a rainstorm. 
After he spoke from a balcony of the 
palace he shook hands with 1400 Ital­ 
ian mayors who had gathered to hear 
him. Many of these men had walked 
miles to the nearest railroad in order 
to get to Turin. 
Speaking at the Turin Whist Club, 
the President said the “pulse of the 
modern world beats in the field and 
the factory.” 
He declared that while statesmen 
j will go to the conference to conclude 
peace, the people who stay will see 
that peace is maintained.

On a charge of extorting money 
from 8amuel I. Wilton, formerly an 
Irvin# bean grower, now farming 
near San Juan Capistrano, a man 
and woman have been arrested In 
Loa Angelet. 
The arreata grew out of investiga­ 
tions made following the murder of 
Reuben Fogel, a wealthy broker, 
who was clubbed to death on Oc­ 
tober 29. 
P .. H. Keene, known as Paddy 
Keene, a psychic and spirit medium, 
and his secretary, Mrs. Jean Louns- 
berry, who live a block and a half from 
429 West Twenty-seventh street. Los 
Angeles, where Fogel was murdered, 
are the man and woman arrested. 
The complaints flied in Los Angeles 
courts yesterday allege extortion of 
$75 from Wilson. 
Wilson has stated 
to the police that altogether he is loser 
nearly $1000 by reason of his acquain­ 
tance with the woman. 
The complaint was sworn to by Wil­ 
son. 
Came From East 
According to statements made to the 
district attorney’s office in Los An­ 
geles, Wilson went to Keene for oc­ 
cult advice over his financial affairs. 
He says that Keene told him that he 
needed the help of Mrs. Lounsberry, 
who was then in Erie. Pa., and per­ 
suaded Wilson that this woman’s ad­ 
vice would help him iu his affairs. 
It seems that 429 West Twenty-sev­ 
enth street was one place where WH- 
son met the woman.

Keene and 
Mrs. lounsberry have 
been questioned closely by the Los An­ 
geles officers, and it was through them 
that it was learned that Mrs. Louns­ 
berry knew Wilson. Wilson was visited 
about two weeks ago by two deputies 
from the sheriff’s office in Los An­ 
geles and by Under Sheriff Iman of 
this county. At that time, Wilson pro­ 
duced a number of letters that lie had 
received from the woman. 
Threats Are Made 
He said that she had seized upon 
the murder that had occurred in Los 
Angeles as a means of trying to fright­ 
en Wilson into producing money for 
her. 
As a matter of fact, Wilson is 
not wealthy as reported in Los Angeles 
papers. He is deeply in debt. His en­ 
tanglement in the Los Angeles affair 
is a matter of much surprise to his 
friends in this county. 
Two very different stories are told 
concerning Wilson’s relations with the 
woman. 
She says that she did 
know Wilson was married, and that at 
one time she expected to marry him. 
He denies any promise of marriage. 
Keene admits that he rented the 
house in which Fogel was murdered, 
and it is alleged that when he •notified 
the landlord that he was through with 
the house he returned only one of tile 
three keys that had been given him. 
During November the woman seem­ 
ed to have written a number of letters 
to Wilson, urging him to come to Los 
Angeles to meet her.

You can see 
bv inclosed clippings just what occur­ 
red, and I have been taken to the po­ 
lice headquarters and given the third 
degree. 
You see. we were the last 
ones who had occupied the house. So 
far I have kept your name out of it, 
but lf you don’t act quick and make ar­ 
rangements to get me away from here 
I will he forced to tell just how I hap­ 
pened to bo placed in that house and 
the whole story will be made public. I 
know, of course, you are-not to blame. 
end you know also that I am not, but 
nevertheless we are both a link in 
the terrible affair until it is cleared up, 
which I hope to God will be soon, be­ 
cause the ones who committed that 
awful murder should have no mercy 
shown to them. 
Now. you may be busy and have 
much to do, but if you can sec over 
your nose you had better get busy and 
see me at once. I don’t want to go to 
Santa Ana to have an interview with 
you. but if I have to do so I will. And 
I can also tell you if it wasn’t for the 
help and assistance I got here from 
those I did not expect it from, you 
would have been brought up here by 
the police to explain your connection 
with the house. 
Y'ou let me know by 
return may w-hero you will see me 
here or in Riverside, and give me time 
to make my arrangements. 
I have 
about made up my mind that gentle 
methods make no impression on you 
You have lied to me and deceived me 
and left me to face tills terrible or­ 
deal alone, if it had not been for the 
help I received, taken in aud given 
work. I would have been on the street 
or dead. 
You say you cannot neglect 
your affairs. Well. this is your affair, 
and if you neglect it you will regret it 
as long as you live. Now let me know 
just when you will see me and where 
and at once.

Geo. McPheo a man should bo com­ 
pensated in the amount, of at least 
not* $1.50 for breaking the Sabbath to per­ 
form a little work for the city in the 
way of burying a dog and hi? attitude 
on this point saved the city a lawsuit 
to collect $4, threatened by W. J. Me- 
Cardia. 
MeCardia is not farming for bis 
health. 
Neither is he burying dead 
horses aud dogs for the purpose of ex­ 
ercise that will tend to prolong his 
span of life. 
It hasn’t been so long ago since Mc- 
Cardia was employed by an employe 
of the city health department to cart 
away a dead dog. 
The dog had been 
dead for several days when MeCardia 
war. called on to move it. 
He rendered a bill for $5—$4 for tho 
job and $1 for the labor of rendering a 
bill to the city. 
The size of the bill 
aroused the Citv Dads and particularly 
the ll charge for sending in the bill. 
The city clerk w-as directed to send 
MeCardia a warrant for $1. 
It was 
sent. 
It came back before the Council 
last, night, with a communication that 
it would not be accepted in settlement 
of his bill. He was willing to accept it 
as a payment of $1 on account. 
He 
would eliminate the charge of sending 
tho bill. 
He employed Ben Tarver to handle 
the case for him and Tarver had ad­ 
vised the council that he had been re­ 
tained and would start a lawsuit un­ 
less the bill was paid. 
It then developed that the job was 
done on Sunday and that the carcass 
of the dog was in the backyard at a 
home where fin was raging.

Double Precaution Will fie 
Taken By die State Horti­ 
cultural Commissioner 


As a double protection against froz­ 
en oranges getting on the eastern mar­ 
kets, the state horticulture^ commis­ 
sioner will have fruit inspected by the 
government at destination. 
This is. in substance, the answer ot 
State Commissioner Hfecke to County 
Horticultural Commissioner 
Morris’s 
query yesterday as to whether instruc­ 
tions from Hecke he received Sunday 
meant that he should stop all ship­ 
ments of oranges. That telegram was
